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HERBACEOUS PEONIES 


For centuries the Peony has held its place as the 
most magnificient and beautiful of perennial flowering 
plants. They are hardy in the coldest climates and 
thrive in practically all parts of the temperate zone. 


The soil best suited to their culture is a natural 
loam with a clay subsoil. They do not require humus 
or peat moss and manure should not be used in the soil 
preparation. A little bonemeal mixed with the soil at 
time of planting is best suited to the needs of the plants 
in after years. | 


Planting should be done during the fall months for 
best results. From early September until garden work is 
interrupted by unfavorable winter weather. In planting, 
dig generous holes and loosen the soil in the bottom of 
the hole. Set the roots so the eyes are pointing upwara 
and so that they will be about two to two and a half 
inches below the surface of the soil when planting is 
completed. Firm the soil about the roots.

PEONIES FOR CUT FLOWERS 


For use as a cut-flower the peony possibly surpasses 
all other flowers except the rose in popularity, beauty and 
utility. 

Special plantings are maintained in our gardens for the 
production of choice cut peonies. We especially invite the 
patronage of anyone wishing extra fine quality of cut 
peonies during the blooming season, which usually extends 
through the latter part of May and the first half of June. 


CAMELLIAS—AZALEAS AND RHODODENDRONS 


In the formation of beautiful garden effects, these 
,groups of plants should, as far as possible, be used to- 
gether and with a generous hand. With them may also be 
used a few other ericaceous plants such as Andromeda Ja- 
ponica and Floribunda, Kalmia Latifolia, the different va- 
rieties of Heather, etc. In gardens of more scope Magnolias 
may also be introduced as well as other material. 

Camellias and Rhododendrons should be given ample 
space for ultimate development. As much as six to ten 
feet from each other is not too much. Then the space be- 
tween them may be planted to Azaleas and other smaller 
growing material with charming effect. 

These plants succeed quite well under any normal soil 
condition in the Pacific Northwest in that region west of 
the Cascade Mountains, but for best results proper soil 
conditions should be attained. The ideal soil is one that is 
loose and friable with a good amount of peat or humus 
mixed in. Lime and any fertilizer containing lime should 
never be used. In the preparation of the soil, any hard clay 
should be removed and the bed or the holes prepared deep. 
Preparation to a depth of twenty-four inches or more is 
not too much. 


The following are fairly complete lists of the Azaleas, 
Camellias and Rhododendrons in stock and growing at the 
Rosefield Gardens. New varieties are being constantly 
added from time to time however, so that list contains 
many items that are very scarce and some that are not 
available for sale at the present time. This is especially 
true of the Camellias and Rhododendrons. However, there 
should be much satisfaction in the fact that among the va- 
rieties that are available are some of the choicest and most 
beautiful in existence. Such varieties in Rhododendrons for 
instance as — Loders White, Mrs. A. T. deLa Mare, Alice, 
Betty Wormald, Pink Pearl, Countess of Derby, Bagshot 
Ruby, Brittania, Cornubia, C.B. Van Nes, Mme. d Bruin, 
Cynthia and Unknown Warrier, to mention a few are all of 
such beauty as to be the equal of many of the still scarce 
ones, and it may also be said that many of these may never 
be surpassed. 


Azaleas, Camellias and Rhododendrons and other 
shrubs are sold and delivered only at the gardens. We 
make no deliveries or shipments to destination. In most 
instances the size of the ball of earth containing the roots 
would make shipment too costly.

PEONIES. 

The blooming season of the peonies is usually from 
about May 25 to about June 15th to 20th. Visitors are 
invited to the Gardens to see the bloom of the differe- 
ent varieties. If you are interested in securing peonies 
for your own garden, this is the ideal way to make 
selections. 


Stock is available for delivery or sipment through 
the fall months (September to about December ist). 
We make shipments of Peonies to all parts of the 
United States. 


AZALEAS, CAMELLIAS AND RHODODENDRONS. 
These plants bloom through the months of March, 


April and May and in the case of a few even into — 


June and July. Visitors are welcome to the Gardens 
all through the blooming season to view the beautiful 
display. This is also an ideal time in which to make 
selections of varieties for your own gardens. These 
plants can be moved and planted during the months 
of March, April and May in the spring and during 
September, October and November in the fall. 


Azaleas, Camellias and Rhododendrons are available 
at the Gardens only and we do not make shipments or 
delivery. Most of them are too large and heavy for 
packing for shipment.
